They have to buy what they can get, irrespective of quality, because even in the best 
years all the wine produced in the champagne district is not of the same quality, there being 
always three or four grades, very different in value and in price, according to the sectian 


where the wine has been growing. 


From this you may see what a great advantage it is for a champagne house to have its 
own vineyards; and I may state here that the vineyards owned by the MONTEBELLO House 
are as fine and select a property as may be found in the champagne district. 

Most of these vineyards, together with the chiteau and its out-houses, were the property 
of the Dukes of Orleans, and were sold by Louis Philippe d’Orléans, in 1792, to the Marquis 
de Pange, who transferred them on the 28th Floreal, thirteenth year, to the Baron d’Hunol- 
stein, from whom they were purchased in 1830 by the DUKE of MONTEBELLO.
